These  have  been  omitted^  became  they  afford  little  additional 
information  to  what  may  be  gathered  by  a  reference  to  each  disease  in 
Table  I,  The  other  Tables  formerly  comprehended  in  the  Medical  Report 
will  be  found  in  the  General  Statement^  to  which  this  is  an  Appendix.
